To the merchant who sincerely wishes to make his business pro- 
fitable, I heartily recommend the following Ten Points for News- 
paper Advertising which have brought a high measure of success, 
prosperity and profit to a big retailer who spends the greater part fo 
his advertising appropriation in good newspaper copy: 

1. I advertise regularly. Every issue of the paper takes my story to 
its readers. 

2. I make every ad. look like mine. Years ago I adopted a distinctive 
style and have stuck to it. I use plenty of white space; my ads. are 
never hard to read. 

3. I put into newspaper advertising a definite proportion of my gross 
sales I fix this at the beginnig of the year. My rule is to make it 3 
per cent. of the, previous year’s gross, with more if special conditions 
justlfy. 

4. I brighten my ads with frequent illustrations, either humorous or 
practical. This costs me little, for I subscribe to an advertising cut 
service and keep the cuts as I buy them listed to use again some 
time : 

dD. {am careful never to overpromise. When I make claims I back 
them up with reasons. Then when I really have an unusual bargain 
people believe me when I “whop 'er up a little” . 
6. I think advertising all the time I buy goods that will advertise. 
well. Sometimes I buy goods just for their advertising value. 

7. I get good display for my ads. by seeing that the copy is in the 
newspaper office in plenty of time I do this by having a definite hour 
to write the copy. 

8. ‘Whenever possible, I carry the nationally advertised goods that 
are advertised in my home paper. I feature them. Sometimes they 
give me a smaller profit than fly-by night concerns but I find that I 
sell faster and make mor money in the end, besides pleasing more 
customers . 

9. I always plan my window and counter displays to link up with 
my newspaper advertising. Hach helps the other. © 

10. My sales people back up my advertising. They often help with 
suggestions for it, and I see to it that they always read it.

WATERING CATTLE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


It is interesting to see how much 
and how often cattle will drink when 
they have ac to good water at all 
times. It may be surprising to some 
to know that under such circumstan- 
ces cattle will drink, on an average, 
‘every hour during the day even in 
cold weather, but they will not drink 
a great deal at a time. 
| For the first four years that cattle 
were fed at the Roshern Experimental 
Station, the water system was far 
from perfect and the steers were 
watered only once each day. They 
crowded around the trough and drank 
all they could hold and then especially 
cn cold days, they stood with hump- 
ed backs and shivered for a consider- 
eble time and never looked comfort- 
able.

The man, horse, hydraulic and electric power involved in a super-spec- 
tacle motion picture is admirably -illustrated in Wasner Bros.’ recently 
completed production of “Noah’s Ark.” The sheer mechanics of organizing 
a vast army of 7,500 extras, controlling a horde of ‘animals, and chart- 
ing musicians, photographers, electricizns and 1,100 workmen on a 


for the making of a two million 


dollar screen epic—all this transcends the orgarization requisite for <1 
industrial plant where a product is fit into a pattern and where there is 


affected hair of cord, gold and other 
material, whereas the ‘hoi-polloi of 
the times had to be tragically out 
of the mode in the hair nature gave 
them. Hundreds of carloads of lum- 
ber were delivered on the special 
sidctracks wuile the 16,000-year-old 
Temple of Jaghut, scene of dissolute 
and carnal routs, was reared.
